If the bill presented in the Pennsyl­ 
vania House of Representatives by 
Representative Riebel, the father of 
the House and a veteran soldier, be­ 
comes a law, Pennsylvania will have 
monuments to more of her heroes on 
the Gettysburg battlefield. 
Mr. Riebel’s bill makes an approp­ 
riation of $55,(KH) to be used 
to 
erect bronze statues eight feet high, 
on appropriate pedestals, in mem­ 
ory of Generals Humphreys, Hays, 
Geary, Crawford and Gibbon, all gal­ 
lant Pennsylvanians, who commanded 
divisions in the great fight and won 
honors. The bill also provides for the 
repairs to the Pennsylvania memorial 
on the field, the correction of names 
on the tablets, there being a number 
of errors, and the publication of the 
exercises at the dedication on Septem­ 
ber 27, 1910. 
While there is a disposition to ap­ 
prove the hill and thus honor the fa­ 
mous Pennsylvanians, there are those 
who think that* it w'ould be a grace­ 
ful thing for a monument to be erected 
to General David McMurtrie Gregg, of 
Reading, the famous cavalry general 
who fought the rebel cavalry general 
deb Stewart, to a finish and held him 
back from assisting Pickett in his fa­ 
mous charge. Gregg is still living in 
Reading, but it is not an uncommon 
thing to erect a monument to a living 
man. 
There are others who think that 
there should lie a monument to the 
Pennsylvania Reserves as a whole, 
that command having turned the tide 
at Little Round Top. 
There are in­ 
dividual monuments to the Reserve 
regiments that participated in the 
tight, but it is considered proper to 
make one distinctive monument in 
honor of the entire command of Re­ 
serves.
